SYSTEM AND METHOD FOR MANAGING A CHRONIC MEDICAL CONDITION 

Abstract 

A system for management of a chronic medical condition generally comprises a 
plurality of networked physical and/or virtual elements configured to cooperate to aid in 
management of a chronic medical condition of a patient. The system is configured to provide 
a primary caregiver with current data relating to the patient's medical condition, and to allow 
the caregiver to provide appropriate changes to the patient's treatment via an analyte 
detection meter. The meter is generally configured to calculate a treatment dosage by 
combining a plurality of patient-affected and caregiver-affected variables. One embodiment 
relates to a system for management of a diabetic condition in which the primary caregiver is 
provided with glucose concentration data as well as other information relating to a diabetic 
condition. The primary caregiver can then make appropriate changes to correction factors to 
be implemented in an analyte detection meter which is configured to calculate an insulin 
dosage. 
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
